Ges. Beoth’s Stheme. 


Lorpow, Nov. 10.—Thowands of persons 
were turned away yesterdty from Westmin- 
ster Abbey, where Canon Farrar preached a 
sermon on Gen. Booth’s philanthropicail 
scheme ,after having made a tour of the Salva- 
tion Army centers during the previous week. 
Canon Farrar made a fervent appeal in behalt 
of the scheme, but he wished itto be under- 
stood that he alone was responsible for the 
views he expressed on the subject. 

LETTERS OF APPROVAL. 

Gen. Booth of the Salvation Army continues 
receiving letters commenting favorably on 
his book, ‘‘In Darkest England, and the Way 
Out, setting forth a scheme for the relief of 
poverty. ignorance and vice. The Prince 
ot Wales has written Booth thanking him for 
the receipt of acopy of the book. He says 
he is confident that he will be greatly inter- 
ested in the perusal of the work, and that its 
subject is one that for many years he has had 
much at heart. Letters of approval have also 
been received from the Bishops of 
Bath and Wells and Rochester, from 
the Rev. Mr. Moulton, President of 
the Wesleyan Conferen¢e, and Mr. Grubb, 
of the Quakers, who incloses a check for £50. 
Chairman Laing of the Brighton Railway has 
also written Gen. Booth aletter in sympathy 
in which is inclosed a check for £100 contrib- 
nted for the furtherance of the scheme. Gen. 
Booth has published a letter expressing 
thanks for the general support accorded him 
and suggesting combined action on the part of 
the churches in collection of funds. A circu- 
lar letter approviag ot théscheme and Gen. 
Booth’s suggestion has issuéd. It is 
signed by a host of clergymen, including 
Archdeacon Farrar, Dr. Parker and Messrs. 
Berry, McNeill and Clifford, representing 
various religious dezominations. 


Newfoundland Interests. 


LonpDon, Nov. 10.—The Chronicle this morn- 
ing publishes an interview had with Premier 
¥ Whiteway of Newfoundland prior to his de- 
parture for home. The Premier said that the 
counter proposals indicated in a telegram 
from Nova Scotia had not emanated from the 
Newfoundland Government. The suggestion 
that England should pay a bounty on fish ex- 
ported by Newfoundianders, he considered 
absurd. In regard to America he believed 
that both sides would profit by the acceptance 
of Newfoundiand’s proposal to give American 
fishermen the same privileges in Newfound- 
land harbors in regard to bait, etc., as the 
Newfoundlanders enjoy, in addition to the 
privilege of the winter frozen herring fish in 
return forthe admittance of Newfoundland 
fish products and crude minerals duty free. 
He declared there would be no fear of distress 
in Newfoundland once these questions were 
settled. 


Russian Emigrants for Brazil. 


WARSAW, Nov. 10.—For some time past large 
bodies of Polish emigrants have left Russia 
bound for Brazil, where it is their intention to 
found colonies. The Government does not 
look with favor upon this wholesale migration 
of the Poles, and in many cases large num- 
bers of the emigrants leave the country sur- 
reptitiously, crossing the frontier without 
securing from the authorities the necessary 
permission in the shape of passports. 
Much concern is felt regarding the experi- 
ences of these emigrants in leaving Russia 
and their success after reaching Brazil, where 
the conditions oflife are so dissimilar from 
these to which the Pole have been accus- 
tomed. The Warsaw Courier, in order to be 
able to furnish a fuliand authentic account 
of the experiences of these emigrants, has 
engaged M. Dymasinsky, the eminent novel- 
ist and essayist, to join a party of them with- 
out disclosing his identity and he will accom- 
pany them to Brazil. Hewill embody the 
experiences of the party ina series of articles 
which will be published by the Courier. 
Despite the order issued by the Govern- 
ment prohibiting the emigration of peasants 
and Polish Jews to Brazil, 300,000 have left 
Ruseia fer that country during the past three 
months. 


The Australian Labor Uniens. 


LONDON, Nov. 10.—A cablegram from Mel- 
bourne says that the labor unions are sus- 
pending their entrance feos in some instances 
and in some cases reducing them. The object 
is to attract the free laberers into the unions 
and thus renew the strength of the latter, 
which has been greatiy shattered by the 
strike. Before the strike the policy of the 
unions was to keep their numbers down by 
high admission fees and other stringent regu- 
lations. The Wharf Laborers’ Union, whose 
admission fee was £5, talked before the strike 
to raising if to £10. Now they have suspended 
the fee altogether. The free laborers, how- 
ever,do not seem anxious to avail themselves 
of the privilege. The unions are indignant 
over the failure of the English unions to 
respond to the call for funds. 


Dissatisfied Rallway Employes, 


Lovpox, Nov. 10.—The employes of the 
various railways in Scotiand and the North of 
Eugiand have for some time past been en- 
deavoring to secure an advance of wages, but 
the companies have not seen their way clear 
to granting the request. Matters have now 
come to a crisis and itis announced that un- 
jess the 28 for an advance of 8 shillings 
per week is acceded to a strike with et 
once be hace wad The 1 1e a grat

Londen’s New Lerd Mayor. 


Lowpoxr, Nov. 10.—Mr. Joseph Savory was 
to-day installed as Lord Mayor of London with 
allthe pomp that hasfor years atiended the 
ceremony of installing the chief civic officer 
ofthecity. The weather was fine and large 
crowds lined the streets to witness the Lord 
Mayor’sshow. A number of the survivors 
of the Crimean war, and a naval brigade took 
part in the parade, and were hartily cheered. 
The allegorical cars, especially those repre- 
senting the colonies, were also cheered. Al- 
together the show was a capital one. 


King Humbert Sets a Good Example. 


LONDON, Nov. 10.—King Humbert of Italy 
has set a good example to his fellow mon- 
archs with impecunious children. He has 
declined to ask the Italian Parliament for the 
state allowance which would, according to 
custom, be votedfor the Prince of Naples, 
heir to the throne, now that he has attained 
his majority. The King declares that while 
the treasury is in sucha depleted condition 
he cannot conscientiously call for em appro- 
priation of publicfuads for a member of his 
family. 


The Late Marwoed’s Estate. 


LONDON, Nov. 10.—The estate of the late 
Marwood, for a numberof years public exe- 
cutioner in Great Britain and Ireland, is hon- 
estly paying 20 shillings in the pound. 
Marwood accumulated a comfortable fortune 
in his peculiar trade, but became somewhat 
involved previously to his death and creditors 
put his estate in bankruptcy, fearing that it 
was insolvent, which proved not to de the 
case, 


The Austrian Empress’ Tour. 


LonD on, Nov. 10.—According to the letter of 
a Vienna correspondent various reports are in 
circulation regarding the prolonged tour of 
the Austrian Empress, one belief being that 
Her Majesty is not in accord with the policy 
of the Austrian Court toward Italy and the 
Pope, and that she desired to be absent dur- 
ing the arrangements pending for a renewal 
of the triple alliance. 


Will Prosecute Bartte)ot. 


LONDON, Nov. 10.—The Pali Mall Gazetie says 
that Mr. Stanley will prosecute Walter Bart- 
telot and others who have brought charges 
against him in connection with the controversy 
regarding the rear guard of the Emin relief 
expedition. Mr. Staniey has retained Mr. 
George Lewis and Sir Charles Russell to con- 
duct his case. 


Russian Peasant Insurrection. 


Sr. PETERSBURG, Nov. 10.—The peasant in- 
surrection in Southern Russia issaid to de 
largely attributable, indirectly, to the decline 
of the grain trade,and the consequent distress 
among the agricultural class. The decline of 
Russian ex»norts this year has been so great as 
to attract the serious attention of the Gover- 
ment. 


The irish Lan@lords. 


LONDON, Nov. 10.—Mr. Olpnert, who is 
about tofinish the clearance of the tenants 
from his estate in Donegal, proposes, it is 
stated, to let out the land for its pasturage 
purposes. Thisissaidto be the general pol- 
icy of Irish landlords, the stock paying better 
than rents formerly did.

PARIS, Nov. 10.—The Siecle says that Sig. 
Antonelli will visit Abyssinia in order to pre- 
vent King Menelek from again protesting to 
the powers against Italian domination in this 
country.

MUST BE CRAZY. 


Jim Meadows Makes Three Desperate but 
Futile Attempts at Suicide.

SOME TO SPARE. 


A Big Majority for the Democrats 
in the Next House. 


What the Official Returns From 
the Late Election Show. 


How New Englaud and the Northwest Aided 
in the Great Victory—Interesting Figures, 
Showing the Standing of the Parties in 
the Next House—The speakership—Rep- 
resentative Outhwaite Willing—Ex-Con- 
gressmen After House Offices—Copgress- 
man Kerr on Presidential Timber—The 
Situation in IlHeois—Adoptien of the 
Censtitutional Amendment ia Missour!— 
Echoes ef the Great Struggle. 


The official returns now coming in tell the 
story of the complete overthrow of the Re- 
publican party at the late election. Nowhere 
is the defeat more pronounced than in New 
England, the stronghold of Republicanism 
McKinleyism. Mew Hampshire made 
2 perfect flop—everything being cap- 
tured by the Democrats. Massachusetts 
did not do quite 30 well, but 
nobly, nevertheless, when it is considered 
thatthe State gave Garfield 50,000 majority 
and then, at the lase election, elected a Dem- 
ocratic Governor with seven out of twelve 
Congressmen Democrats. Rhode Island 
elected one Democratic Congressman and in 
the other district a second election is neces- 
sary. In Connecticutthe Democrats elected 
three out of four Congressmen, but the Re- 
publicans retain control of the Legislature 
and will elect their choice for United States 
Senator. 

The Northwestern States did almost as well 
as New England. Three Republican Senators, 
Plumbotf Kansas, Paddock of Nebraska and 
Pettigrew of South Dakota, voted against the 
McKinley bill. Their resistence to the mess- 
ure was commended by the popular will in 
their section of the country as expressed on 
election day. 

The triumph of the Democracy does not end 
here, but in the two sections specially re- 
ferred to, namely New England and the 
Northwest, the Democrats will gain in the 
Senate. New Hampshire will elect a Dem- 
ocrat to replace Senator Biair. Llinois now 
seems sure to elect Gen. Palmer or possibly 


some otber Democrat in place of Senator 
Farwell. Wisconsin will also send a Democrat 
to the Senate. 

The following table shows the standing of 
ope parties in the next House of Representa- 
tives: 

The Democratic majority is 145. There are 
121 votes from the South. Hence it appears 
that without a vote from the South the Demo- | 
crats would still have a majority of 24. This

gravating, inasmuch asthe Lilineis Oentral 


does not take the necessary steps to pretect 
the Rig Four’a'’ interests. This compelled 
the hig Four“ long ase to open ite own 
offices to solicit trale la Chicage, even in- 
cludipg acity ticket office, which hustle for 
passengers and tonnage to be hauied oyer 
the Illinois Central until junction with 
the „Big Four 18 reached. By 
aeguiring the Chicago 4 Kastern Lilinois the 
**Big Four’’ would not only secure a valuable 
addition to its mileage, which would at many 
points diminish eompetition, but it would 
alse secure a proprietary interest in the Dear- 
Dorn Street Station and the Chicago & Western 
Indiana terminals andthe Belt Raliway of 
Oniteago.

Jay Geuld’s Clearing- House Scheme. 


New Tonk, Nov. 10.—It is stated here that 
Jay Gould and J.Pierrepont Morgan have held 
several conferences recently with a view to 
establishing a Western Clearing-heuse Asso- 


ciation with headquarters in St. Louis or Don- 
ver. Itisa pian conceived by Mr. Gould to 
etop rate cutting which entalis saoh beavy 
losses on railroads. As pooling is pro- 
hibited by law Mr. Gould as con- 
ceived the idea of a cilearing-house 
as a remedy for the trouble. The scheme is 
to apportion business by mutual agreement 
on common rates, to receive receipts and 
enter up credite and debits against the cor- 
porations. The plan will resemble a banking 
clearing- house, but differs from it in many 
details. It is practically pooling, but it is 
believed that the magnates will fifd a way to 
get around the interstate commerce law, 
which forbids pooling. 


HEREDITY OF CRIME, 


Curious Phases ef the Direful Results ef In- 
herited Disease. 


Doubtless crime is often committed from the 
mere iove of it. 

The identity of Jack the Ripper“ remains 
undiscovered, so we donot kaow what im-

A French novelist of realism makes the hero 
of a late novel of such a character. He was 
a locomotive engineer, a thoroughly compe- 
tentand reliable man; but if be chanced to 
behold the white throat of a womas a Wild 
pureasy seized bim; he could not control a 

esire to plunge a kaife into it. 

He was aware of his infirmity, fought it 
with stubborn will, denied himself the so- 
clety of women, and for years controlied 
himself. At last he meets his fate; finds pleas- 
ure in her society, with no return of his old 
longing for blood, until he flatters bimself he 
Ie safe. But one night she meets him with 
gleaming throat bare; the uncontrollabie im- 
pulse seizes him; he cannot resist; as she 
throws her loving arms about biu be thrusts 
the knife into her neck, and—she fails, a vie- 
tim to the madness of tainted blood.

Supt. Leng Deniesthe Statement That He

The Teachers Committee has knocked out 
the proposed purchase of St. Patrick's School 
on Seventh and Biddle streets, and School Di- 
rector John Brady is therefore exceedingly 
angry. Mr. Brady was anxious that the pur- 
chase should be made, for the abandoament 
ef tee Bates and Benton leaves his district 
without ascheol. He bas agitated the pur- 


chase since it was first proposed, and has 
fought persistentiy for it. It was not surpris- 
ing, therefore, to find Ms. Brady exceedingly 
angry when the first pet project he has taken 
since free books were adopted 
killed. Mr. Brady had a good deal 
say about the committee and 
as Mr. Barstow had introduced the resolution 
te report unfavorably he had something to 
say abouthim. Hesaid Mr. Barstow and Mr. 
Long controlled the appointments of teachers 
and made appointments witbout regard to the 
fitness of the teacher. He said they made ap- 
pointments in his district without consulting 
him, and no more attention was given to his 
nominatiens than to the barking of a dog. 

When Mr. Brady’s remarks were. reported 
they were laughed at. ‘The Schoo! Board has 
had a good many serious charges made 
againet yarious members and committees, 
put this was regarded as the most hamorous 
that has yet been made. 

Mr. Long laughed and said: ‘‘I don know 
what Mr. Brady means wher he says thet. I am 
sure I know of no cause for any such femark. 
He wanted ateacher appointed to the night 
echeol from his district andsshe wasn’t ap- 
pointed, and he was a good deal put out 
about it. A Vacancy afterward occurred and 
she was given aplace. Neither Mr. Barstow 
nor myself nor any other man can control tbe 
appointments. The board prepares a list of 
the applicants and when a Vacancy occurs 
they are taken inorder. If they do well they 
are retained, if they do badly they are not. 
The only powerl have is to prevent the ap- 
pointment of anyone whom [know to be in- 
competent. There are seven on the Teachers 
Committee and the whole committee acts on 
these matters. Mr. Barstow cennot control 
the committee and neither can I.“ 

The principal reason why the committee 
refused to buy &t. Patrick’s School is that 
there are no pupliis to attend it. They made an 
examination of the district and found that ou 
account of the building of the railroad and the 
entrance of business houses into the neigh- 
borkood the people had moved away and 
there werejbut few children, comparatively in 
the neighborhood. What there are can easily 
be accommodated at the other schools and as 
the necessity for the achoo! is growing less aud 
less cach year the committee concluded that 
it was not justified in making the purcnase.

Returns to the Depuritment ef Agriculture 
fer November. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 10.—The cotton 
returns for Novembertothe Department of 
Agriculture af county estimates of yield per 
acre.

ANEWPLAN FOR FILLING UP VACANCIES 
IN THE RANKS,

A Bmall Detachment te Visit Country Towns 
and Endeavor te Suggest by Their Full 
Dress Uniforms the Glamer Which ur- 
rounds a Soldier“ Life—How the Service 
Has Been Impreved. 


More trouble than ever before has been 
found during the past year by officers of the 
recruiting service in securing men for the 
regular army. 

Why this is it would de h ard to say unless it 
bas been caused by the large amount of 
information relative to life in the army by the 
diferent newspapers of the country, headed 


“py the gigantic expose of the treatment of 


soldiers which was made by the Post- 
DISPATOH a year ago, when President Harri- 
son ordered an 0oflicial investigation 
of the charges made by the Post- 
DIsPaToOH, resulting in immediate steps being 
taken to check some of the most glaring 
abuses which were brought to light, and 
created some redical changes in the army. 

In one year some very extensive changes 
have been made inthe army of the United 
States. The soldiers are now allawed more 
privileges, they get more rations, the non- 
commissioned officers are selected with 
greater care and the treatment of the men is 
more carefully observed by the officers, But 
the most important changes have been made 
in the term of enlistment. Instead of being 
compélied to serve five years the soldier can 
be discharged, if he so desires,-or at the 
end of one year he can purohase 
bis discharge upon the payment of $190. Be- 
tween one and three years the soldier can be 
discharged upon the payment ef this amount, 
less $5 for each month which he serves after 
the first year. Four dollars is retained from 
his pay each month, he receiving $9 per 
month, this being returned to him on his dis- 
charge, or if he wishes to purchase his dis- 
charge at the end of one year the $48 which bas 
been retained is taken as a portion of the $120, 


making $72 which he must pay for bis dis- 
charge. The Government figures that this is 
about the sum which it costs to fit the recruit 
out and take bim te the post te which he has 
beer assizned. 

REASONS FOR SCA mOIET OF RECRUITS. 

One reason for the failure of the recruiting 
depote te furnish more men for the army is 
from the fact that more care is taken in their 
selectionthban formerly. Each man taken is 
compelied to furnish a certificate of character, 
and is kept on probation several days by the 
officer in charge of the rendezvous before he 
is accepted. He is very carefully examined by 
a board of officers and surgeons, and must be 
afine specimen of physical manhood if he is 
accepted. A large percentage of those who 
desire to enlist have left home without telling 
where they were going from disappointment 
in love, pique or trouble with their parents. 
In such cases they do not desire to commun 
cate with these at home, and, therefore, gen- 
erally do not get a certificate of character. 

Adjt.-Gen. Kelton has been introducing a 
number of radical changes in the recruiting 
service and Col. Kiwell S. Otis of the Twen- 
tieth Infantry, Superintendent of the recruit- 
ing service, has been making atour of the 
country making certain changes in the man- 
ner of recruitisng men, sccording to the loca- 
tion. He will be in St. Louis within a few 
days and take action relativeto suggestions 
which have been made by Capt. Kauffman, 
the officer in charge of the St. Louis recruiting 
station. 

Capt. Kauffman’s plan is as follows: To 
have a military surgeon, a sergeant and a 
couple of enlisted men travel from one small 
railroad town to another, remaining in each 
for a few days exhibiting to the rustic aspir- 
ants for military honor the glory of full dress 
upliforms, bright buttons and polished accou- 
Tbe glamor of a soldier’s lite 
will strike a number of the in- 
terested observers, and they will ask 
for information. If they think they would 
like to try the life for afew years they are ex- 
amined by the surgeon and, if satisfactory 
physically and morhkily, they will be sent to 
the nearest depot. If at the end of a year they 
are dissatisfied they ean purchase their dis- 
charge and return home. The object of the 
Captain ts to select strong, healthy young 
men who would consider that they would be 
benefited by a military training, asd who 
would enlist with the consent of their parents, 
and with the knowledge of their friends, 
Under such circumstances the number of 
desertions would be few, and the young man 
woula enter the army just the same as he 
would a ovollege or a school. 

BENEFITS OF THE SERVICE.

Preparations fer the Steam Trial of the 
New Gunbeat. 


Nuw Ton, Nov. 10.—The naval board ap- 
pointed to superintend the steam trlal ef the 
new gunboat Concord, in Long Island Sound 
this week, will assemble on that vessel to ex- 
amine her and prepare her for the trial. The 
report of the board will show its conclusions 
upen certain important points, and the mem-

The 
repert will show whether the vessel is suffi- 
ciently strong to carry the armament equip- 
ment, coal, stores and machinery indicated 
in the plans and specifications; whether the 
hull and an of the machinery, including 
engines, and appurtenances, are 
— 7 gee woll built and in strict conformity 
with the contract drawings, plans and specifi- 
cations and with duly authorized changes in 
the same; whether the vessel is im all respects 
complete and ready for delivery in 
accordance with the requirements of the 
contract, and if the board shall find that the 
vessel is not s0 completed, it wil include in 
its reportastatement in detail of the item or 
items of work required to complete her in 
all respects ready for delivery, as required by 
the terms of contract. The vessel is to be 
weighted to her required mean draught of 
14 feet, after which she is to steam about 
100 miles up the sound and anchor until ready 
to begin thetrial. When the order is given 
on the morning that the test is to be made, 
steam will be raised gradually to the required 
pressure. Then she wil de driven 
under full pressure for four 
hours, and should the trial be 
a successful one, without breaking down or 
interruption, she will be taken to the navy 
yard to have ber masts and other fittings put 
in.

‘*Concerning the story of cannibalism, 
whieh is connected with the name of Mr. 
Jameson, I fret heard it, of course, from Mr. 
Bonny. 1 was greatly incredglous, and rather 
suspected there was some asimus, but he 
told me, ‘but I have seen the sketches 
myselt,“ and the Zanzibaris, who 
had been to Stanley Falls, corroborated Mr. 
Bonny. Then I wasailso informed that the 


Henry M. Stanley in 1873. 
State authorities at Staniey Falls intended 


arresting Mr. Jamesen. The story, as Mr. 
Bonny told it to me, was potonly current in 
the amp, but became current along the 
Congo from Stanley Pool to Nyangwe. Even 
this was not sufficient to entirely satisfy us. 
At the same time I wrote a letter to Mr. Jame- 
son that I hoped he would be able to disprove 
such a fearful story. 

A WRITTEN DOCUMENT. 
We heard no more about the story till I 
came to Cairo and Asaad Ferran, a Syrian 
Christian, formerly interpreter on the expe- 
dition, deliverec a written document to me, 
on reading which Isaw that the detalls were 
circumstantial and related with wonderful 
clearness, andlasked him if tne facts were 
true which the document contained. I asked 
him if be had written them bimself. He an- 
sewered in the affirmative. Two witnesses 
were called and in their presence J asked him 
again if the facts in that decument were 
truthfully related. He answered: 
„% „es, as a Obristian.’ 


**I] said: “Remember these men are dead. 
Whatever harm they may have done you ina 
Africa they can never do you any more harm. 
Therefore think well before youspeak. Are 
the facts contained ip this paper true?’ 

‘* “Yes,” he said, ‘I swear it.’ 
‘* ‘Write your name down in the presence 
of these gentiemen it the paper is true.’ 

„And he signed his name, and the two wit- 
nesses sigued theirs, attesting the fact that he 
had solemniy sworn to the truth of the docu. 
ment and that he attached his signature with 
bis owns hand to it. 


TROUP’S EVIDENCE. 
„On reaching England 1 asked Mr. John 
Rose Troup it the story was true. Mr. Troup 
said: I have seen the sketches myself. 
Capt. Vaugele has also seen them.’ 
„On asking @ gentleman afew aas later he 
said that a reverend gentieman had seen the 
head and neck of a negro which had been sent 
heme by Mr. Jameson to London to be stuffed. 
The clergyman issaidto have reported that 
if he bad such a mvurbid love for such mon- 
streus curiosities there might be consider- 
able truth ia the eather story. I was also told 
at Banalaya that Mr. Jamesen had after as- 
cértaining that public feeling In the Arab 
settiements at Stanley Falle had been aroused 
said: Well, it ewerlam charged with it I’il 
deny it.’ 
The document is very circumstantial; the 
story is presented in sucha vivid manner 
without any affectation or pretense and is 
such asimple, plain story that ene does not 
know what to say. Yeuare swayed with a 
feeling of imcredulity, and if false Asaad 
Ferran ie the most consummate and accom- 
plished liar In existence, because, so faras I 
know, Jameson has never done anything to 
inspire auch devilish malignity as to invent 
the detalis. 

GOOD GROUND FOR CENSURE. 
‘Personally, my opinion will be just like 
that of most men, but these facts and details, 
I take it, were quite enough te cause me to 
utter that censure upon the officers ef the rear 
column, because it seemed to bea general 
| pellet that some terrible act like that related 
bad gocurred, If Jamesos had not shown the 
sketehbes and bad not appeared to take pride 
in the fact that be was the only living white 
man who had seen this atrocious act of canni- 
balism, Asead Ferran’s story, however 1

The facts in my ppssession I have never 
told to any person except to Mr. Stanley, 
Walter G. Barttelot ad Mrs. Jameson, and I 
have only told them Ipeause they asked tor 
the facts, and Itheuche they bad a right te 
them. Had Mr. Batttelot not placed Mr. 
Stanley upon the depuse this would never 
have been made pubic, and I sbould not now 
be forced to confirp the painful cireum- 
stanves connected wih the rear column and 
the death of Maj. Basgtelot.’’ \ 

Bonuy refersto Bettelot’s diaries and va- 
rious talks with Bartelot, and continues: 

Another man, a Mpziberi, was examined 
wits regard to the — ot Mr. Pocock, who 
was drowned upon nat expedition, and an 
endeavor was made by the officers referred to 
find out whether Powek had died in the man- 
ner described by Stmley. Maj. Rarttelot then 
asked mae: ‘Do you ihink Stanley is a palmer, 
a polsoner?’ Irepied that many statements 
had gone abroad in Europe about Mr. Stan- 
ley’s treatment ofhis white men, but noth- 
ing was ever proved against him. Bart- 
telot then remarkel that be believed Stanley 
would peison anyose if he gotachance, and 
that he sheuld thefefore decline to receive 
Staniey’s hospitality for the future, as it 
would be dangerow. Jameson concurred in 
this, and said that for the future be would 
not receive Stanley's bospitality. Regerding 
the intention of Maj. Barttelot to poison 
Selim Ben Montameo, nephew of Tippoo Tib, 
andthe latter's chief man, to which Stan- 
ley briefly refers, the circumstances 
occurred this way: Barttelot had mapy dis- 
putes with Selim «nd tke most bitter feellng 
existed between them. One day Barttelot 
came to meandaske¢ if l hadany tasteless 
poisons. I asked bim, ‘Why, what do you 
want with them?’ He repliea: ‘lam deter- 
mined to ison Selim.” I said: ‘Iwill go 
end see.’ wentto the medicine chest, re- 
moved from it all dangerous drugs, hid them 
and then went and told Barttelot what 1 bad 
done. Heesaid, haifavgrily: ‘Why did you 
do that?’ Ireplied: ‘1 have done so in order 
seat Sag drugs may not getinto dangerous 
ands.’ 


TRIED POISON. 

**After thinking fora moment he made a 
rush fora bettie of cyanide of potassium, 
which Jameson kept to destroy insects. 
Bringing it back besaid: This will 40, but 
then he asked, as though the thought just 
him, ‘le it tasteless?’ I replied: ‘I don’t 
know; why don’t youtry?”’ ‘How would you 
mix it—in hot or cold water?’ be asked. Tru 
itin warm,’ Ireplied, ‘It will dissolve more 
quickly.’ The quantity he putin was one- 
quarter ounce to three ounces of water. 
I advised him to taste it himself. He aid 
so, and immediately dropped the whole lot on 
the ground, sputtering, spitting the liquid 
out of his mouth, and at the same time he ex- 
claimed after afew seconds: ‘No man could 
take that without knowing it was poison, itis 
so salt.” This was the end of the incident, for 
the Major made no further attempt te volson 
Selim. All these drugs to which I refer are 
now in my possession. 

‘*The statement that Barttelot seized a wo- 
mene and fastened his teeth into her flesh is 
quite true, and the only mistake Mr. 1 
makes ie that it was inte the woman’s chee 
aod netinto her shoulder that Maj. Barttelot 
fastened big teeth: This was ont of the occa- 
sions upon which I saved the life of Maj. 
Barttelot, for he would have died 
with bis teeth in the womarn’s 
face had I not beaten off the crowd of en- 
raged watives who started to attack the 
Major with their cudgels. Ibear upon my 
forehead aescarlIreceived in the fleree fight 
that followed, and have athers which show 
how nearly we both Inst our lives. It is per- 
tec ly true that Barttelot was in the babit of 
standing before the natives showing his teeth 
and trying te frighten tiem by ‘grinning at 
them like a fiend.’ II is also true that he ran 
about the camp proddimg peeple with 


a steel-pointed staf and hitting them. 
About the boy Seudi, there is not the 
slightest doubt he died from the er- 
tects ot a kick given by Barttelot. Lit tle 
Soudi was a sturdy chap and very clever. On 
several occasions before he received the fatal 
kick lsa Bartelott stand before the boy call- 
ing him pames, showing his teeth and d- 
terting his face. He would turn to me and say: 
‘Now, did you ever see such a seoundre!!’ 
and would make other remarks and then 
resume hie antics. All this time the boy 
would stasd motionless before him with eyes 
downcast, thoroughly submissive. On one 
n de finished up hitting the little 
fellew a terrible blow on the forehead with a 
stick, which raised a lump almost as big as a 
door knob. Ou the day before the killing of 
Rarttelot, that is on July 18, 1888, he gave the 
little lad the kick frem which he never recor- 
ered. It is quite true, as Walter Barttelet 
says, that Soudi died after Barttelot’s death, 
butitis equally true thatthe boy died from 
the effecte of the kick. ae gangrene set in, 
and from this the iad died. 
THE MURDER OF JOHN HENRY. 
**] now come to the case of John Henry, the 
mission boy who died from the effects of a 
flogging ordered by Barttelot. Waiter Bartte- 
lot says John Henry bad beer ordered toe be 
shot, but thi. npusishment was remittted by 
the Major aud fogging substituted at the re- 


quest of Honn y. Thies is only 
partly true. Johns Henry could speak 
Eadglish, Arabic and Ki-sueneli. He went 


with Barttelot in order to act as interpreter 
between that.officer and spore Tib. On the 
road back from the visit to Tippo 
Barttelot fogged Henry severely 
revolver with the bey. John pry, being 
afraid to returnto camp, went to his native 
village and soid Barttelot's revolver for food. 
He did not desert, as has been reported bust 
Baritelot sent a Soudanese soldier t him 
and he was brought back to the camp and 
placed in the Ay In talking with 
me, Barttelot said: John Henry is a danger- 
ous man and I will sheot aim.“

Henry never uttered 3 
sound after the first thirty lashes, as he de- 
came insensibie to pain, The scene was the 
most horribie I eversaw. Mortification set 
in. The man's flesh fell off in pieces onto the 
ground aad his bedy sweiled to twice ite ordl-

THE DEATH OF BARTTEL“T. 

Furtber on Mr. Bonny says: It was on 
July 18 that Soudi received the fatal kick, and 
Isaved the Major’s life when he bit the Man- 
yema woman; aad it was on the night of that 
dame day that he killed the Manyems, the 
comrade of Sanga. This man Barttelot prod- 
ded at least thirty times with bis steel — 
cypress staff and finished up by beating 
the man’s brains out before the eyes of 
all in the ‘5 The scene whieh 
followed was like that which oc- 
curred when he bit the woman, and again I 
bad to fight to save Barttelot’s life. It was 
only by knocking him down myself that the 


meant to punish him. Maj. Barttelot’s rea- 
don for killing the man as be did, was that he 
believed bim to be the native who had shot at 
bim and missed while we were sitting in my 
house the night before, I must say that 
Barttelot was obliged to live in my house 
because neither the chief of the village nor 
the natives would give him a house 
of his own to live in, and R is necessary to 
sav that there was no evidence whatever that 
the man whom Barttelot bad prodded and 
kiiled was the man that flred the shot. Dur- 
ing the night of the 18th or the previous night 
the firing of guns went on all over the village 
as an expression of the hatred in which 
Barttelot was held, and the only wonder is 
we were not both Killed. This was the condli- 
tion of attalrs on the morning of the 19th 
when Barttelot, unable to stop the noise an 
the beating of drums,came from the house and 
was shot. I was myself at the moment going 
about the village attempting to quell the dis- 
turbance d was not ten yards from the 
Major when he fell. Though I did not myself 
actually see Maj. Barttelot fall, there is no 
question as to how he died and why. The de- 
scription given by Stanley in his statement to 
the Times regarding the shooting is correct, 
with the exception of the reference to the 
steel -polnted cypress staff. Barttelot didn’t 
have this staff on that morning, and didn’t 
therefore, stab the woman with it, but he aid 
peat ber with bis fist and he did kick her, and 
had bis loaded revelver im his hand, es stated 
by Stanley. 
THE JAMESON HORROR. 

8 to the Jameson story, there can 
be no doubt about the absolute correctness of 
it. Jameson’s servants teid the story to the 
whole garrison, and Jameson himself related 
to me every incident as described by Stanley. 
In tact, the only discrepancy I find is that my 
notes say that Jameson paid six cotton band- 
kerebiefs for the girl who was to be taken, 
instead of twelve. Mr. Jameson showed me 
the sketches describing the scene in dete. 
I cannet now describe each of the six 
sketches, but they degin with a picture of 
the girl being brought down tied by ope hand 
to the native, who holas in his right hand 
the fatal knife. He is then represented thrust- 
ing the knife into the girl, wulle the bieod is 
seen spurting ont. en there is the soene ot. 
the carving up of the gir!, limb by limb, and 
ef the natives serambiing for the pieces and 
ruaning away to cook them; and the final 
sketch represents the feast. These sketches 
are now, or were until recently, in the hands of 
Mrs. Jameses. Among the witnesses were 
Assaad Faran, the Interpreter, who has sworn 
to the facts. I last.saw Assaad Faran ia 
Cairo, when he came upto me and wished to 
talk about the matter, but I told him I did not 
wish to say anything about it to him, The 
story bad gone to private parties in England 
and everyone thought it beat to keep it as 
quiet as possible. t all events I did not 
wish to mix myself up with it if I could 
avoid it. 

„„Walter Rarttelot will now understand what 
I meant when I asked bim not to pull his 
brother out of the grave, and that he should 
not publish Barttelot’s dairies, I wold be 
premature, however, to say that Walter 
Barttelot was ignorant of these facts when he 
published his book and brought his charges 
against Stanley, because when he came to we 
and asked me if there were any reasous why 
they shoulda not be published, and whether 


any tacta were hidden which reflected on his 
brother, 1 told him everything that 
I have said above, and he -cannot 
claim that he was ignorant of the 
charges against his rother. There 
are, however, statements in these diaries 


which he does not understand. Undoubtedly 

he has seen fit to suppress parts of Barttelot’s 

dairy and parts of the letters. Had he peb- 

lished Barttelet’s diaries and letters ip full, 

tLey would, lam certain, have thrown mueh 

light upon this subject. 
HE WAS INSANE. 

**Il do mot think that anybody reading this 
story of the actions of Maj. Barttelot can 
doubt that he was not in his right mind. I 
believe now, and I believed then, that he was 
insane, and it would-bDave been better if his 
friends, who knew the circumstances, had 
pleced this charitable censtruction upon 
them. Itold Walter Barttelot that I believed 
his brother was issane, and as far back as 
Aug. 18, 1888, I wrote te Sir Walter Barttelat 
the full circumstances, and concluded my 
letter with these words: ‘After review- 
ing the Major’s conduct, and the way he 
would stand and stare at poeple, aud then 
call them names, then show his teeth, te., 1 
must determine him to be of unsound mind.“ 
Barttelot has thought fit to publish parts of 
this letter, but if he will publish the parts he 
hae suppressed it will besnown that he was 
not ignorant of thé actions of Maj.

In England 
the sport is for the nobility. 
‘THE OBARGES IN ENGLAND 

for attending race meetings are simply pro- 
hibitive, I will tell you, for example, what it 
cost me to attend the meeting at Newmarket, 
not figuring in my railroad fare of $. A cab 
to the course costs $2.50and $2.50 more for 
admission. To enter the paddock to see the 
horses saddied I was taxed $7.50. Te enter 
the Tattersalis ring to bet was $5 more, and 
85 te see the race—or rather not te see it, for 
in England the races are all out of 
sight. That was $22.50 to enjoy 
the privileges that can be had in 
America for i. In the Colony of Victoria, 
where I reside, and of which Melbourne is the 
eapital, all racing ia under the control of the 
Victoria Racing Club.

at. once struck off the official calendar 
and any borse, owner or jockey taking part in 
the unregistered meeting is debarred. from 
the meetings beild by the Victoria Club. The 
Victoria Club is enabled to exercise this great 
power inasmuch as it controls the Flemington 
course at Melbourne, where the great cup 
races are run, and besides it works in har- 
mony with the Randwick Jockey Ciub of New 
South Wales, aud an offender disqualified in 
one colony te disqualified in both. Ihave no 
hesitation in saying that the Flemington and 
Randwick race courses are the finest in the 
world. 
THE FLEMINGTON COURSE, 

of which I have been speaking more particu- 
larly, has elegantly appointed grand-stends, 
beautiful lawns, level esphalt foot paths, 
shrubs, trees and fountains, together with 
magnificent promenades and comfortapie re- 
freshment and dimning-rooms. When the 
horses are saddled they go out of the paddock 
through a passage to the course, and have ail 
to doa preliminary canter past the grand- 
stand efore going to the post. Every 
horse carries a light numbered saddle 
cloth corresponding tothe number on the 
race card, so that every one can identify 
lu at a glance. The clerk ef the course follows | 
the racers to the post to see thatevery horse 
is there on time and to point outthe piace ef 
starting. The starter in Victwrla is George 
Watson, an Irish gentioman of means. He 
receives a small fee annually from the ciub and 
that places him as am officerof it. Without 
exception Mr. Watson is the greatest and best 
starter the world has ever seen, and Ido nat 
bar McGeorge or Lord Charies Berestord. 
Mr. Watson has thorough control over the 
jockeys. His homer is unimpeschabie, he 
never bete on a race and bis name is 
synonymous with the country. He never 
takes adyantage of jockeys by deceiving them 
and telling them to go back and then ietting 
the flag drop. If he reports a jockey fer diso- 
bed jenes or wiliful delays the offender is dealt 
with im the severest manner bythe comwmit- 
tee. The result is that we start our fields 
with the greatest expedition.

A Revolution ia the Cattle Trade With Eu- 
repe Corfidently Expected—Causes fer 
the Enactmest of Exeiausion Laws by Es- 
glead—Ceurse et the Big Four—A Geed 
Time Coming. 


HIS morning the laws 
in reference to the in- 
spection of live stock 
intended for export 
% into effect,’’ said 
W. L. Lane of Chey- 
enne, Wyo., who is 
largely interested in 
Colorado and Wyom- 
img ranches, and it 
is anticipated that it 
will be ot great benefit 
net only te cattie 
breeders, but elise to 
these who raise sheep 
and hogs. For the 
last sever years there 
has been a continved 
fight made by Europe 
against the admission 
of American meat products, on the ground 
that they were diseased, but it was not until 
about four years ago that laws were passed 
that seriously hampered our trade with trans- 
atlantic countries. 
PROUWIBITIVE LEGISLATION. 

„Ot late years we have been to a very large 
extent shut out of European markets, the 
severest lose being suffered in those ef Eng- 
land. It may as well be understood first as 
last that there never was any amount of 
diseased beef worth mentioning sent across 
the ocean. Some of the cattie raised in this 
ecoutry suffered from Texas fever, big jaw, and 
ether complaints, but searcely any of this 
stoek wasever shipped abread. The reason 
is evident whem so large a percentage of the 
revenuete be derived from s shipment was 
required to pay freight, uu was mecessary 
to send the shipments im as compact 
8 sbape as pot idle, and this 
could only be accomp! ished by sending heavy 
cattle. Those that had anything the matter 
with them always lost in weight, and were, 
therefore, rejected for shipping purposes. 
The tear of introducing disease was sever

The dressed beef men saw that im order 
to retain their great profite they must keep 
control of the market, and furnished the En- 
glish agitators with all kinds of statements in 
reference to the prevalence of pleuro-pneu- 
monla in this country. It was net until the 
laws ip reference to dressed beef were 
passed that they saw their mistake. 
These laws were not enacted with- 
out great dmeulty, and the facet 
that there was no inspection system in the 
United States was the strongest argument 
employed, it being urged with great effect 
that we did notdareto submit our cattie to 
inspection.

AN IMPORTANT DECISION BY THE UNITED 
STATES SUPREME COURT. 


The Judgment of the Federal Circuit Ceurt 
in a Liquer Case Reversed—San an- 
cisce’s Pelice Commissioners Rave Arb!i- 
trary Diseretien tn the Matter ef.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 10.—The Supreme 
Court ot the United States through Justice 
Field to-day rendered an opinion reversing

This ib a liquor case, Christensen 
having been arrested for retailing 
liquor without a license, which the Police 
Commissioners of San Francisco, under dis- 
cretion invested in them, refused.

EAST ST. LOUIS AND BELLEVILLE, 


Huaters Make a Ghastly Find—News From 
the Illinois Side. 


Coroner Woods held an inquest on the body 
ofan unknown man, probably between 30 
and 40 years of age, and found a very mysteri- 
ous case. The body was discovered by Oliver 
Belleville and Frank Johuson, two 


men who were out hunting in 
the willows below the Pittsburg 
‘‘dump’’ a mile south of East St. Louis. 
They found it in a clump of bushes hot far 
from the river bank. It was a ghastly find 
they made, the body being little more than a 
skeleton. Intheopinion of the Ooroner the 
man’s death had occurred at least two 
months previous to the discovery of the 
body. A careful examination of the skull and 
other bones failed to reveal any traces of vio- 
lence or to show any probable cause of death. 
The garments in which the body was clothed 
were neat-appear and of good material 
and indicated that the wearer was a 
man of gentility and taste. Black, fine-ribbed 
trousers, brown cassimere coat and vest, and 
a black felt hat, made up the cestume. 
hair, which wasofa reddish tinge, and the 
teeth, gave the only indication of the dead 
man's age, which was, as stated, probabiy 
between 30 and 40 years. Inthe absence of 
any evidence as te his identity, or the cause 
of his demise, the Coroner’s Jury returned «a 
verdict of death from unknown causes. 

The dead body of a man about 2 years of 
age, evidentiy a laborer, was found yester- 
day in the creek near the Cairo Short Line 
shops. It was found in the water beneath a 
high trestle which spans the creek at that 
point. The supposition is that the man fell 
off the trestle in attempting to cross it, and 
struck one of the beams in his fall. His skull 
was fractured, evidently from contact wth 
the beam. An inquest was held by Uoroner 
Woods, at which the jury returned a verdict 
of accidental death. The body was pet den- 
tified.
